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Cameron  and  Lathrop  Winners 
in  the  Northwest  Missouri  Meet 


Competition  Keen  in  Both  Class  A  and  B,  with  Final  Events  Bedding  Cham¬ 
pionship  in  Each  Section. — Many  Records  Fall  hy  the  Wayside  as  Athletes 
from  Forty  High  Schools  Participate  in  Closest  and  One  of  Fastest  Meets 
in  History  Here. 


High  school  track  and  field  athletes  from  forty  high  schools  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri  toiled  away  four  hours  on  the  College  field  last  Saturday, 
and  when  the  last  event  on  the  eighteenth  annual  meet  program  had  been 
completed  it  was  found  that  two  schools  had  emerged  victorious,  each  in 
a  different  class,  by  so  close  a  margin  that  the  final  events  of  the  after¬ 
noon  had  decided  the  matter. 

In  Class  A,  Cameron  High  School,  represented  by  sixteen  tracksters, 
barely  nosed  out  the  boys  from  St.  Joseph  Central,  to  win  with  38J4 
points.  The  St.  Joseph  team  counted  38  points.  A  third  place  in  the  half- 
mile  relay,  the  final  Class  A  event  of  the  afternoon,  decided  the  meet  and 
gave  Cameron  the  haj.f-point  advantage  and  the  big  silver  loving  cup.

Class  B,  Lathrop  High  School  winning 
this  meet,  with  a  total  of  23  7-10  points, 
while  Rock  Port  totaled  22*4  points 
and  Mavsvilc  22  points. 

It  was  one  of  the  fastest,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  the  closest  of  the  eighteen  meets 
which  have  featured  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  high  school  competition  in  Mary¬ 
ville.  Tho  track  was  in  fast  shape, 
the  weather  was  ideal,  and  a  record- 
breaking  crowd  was  well  satisfied  with 
the  outcome  of  the  whole  event. 

In  the  meet,  points  in  Class  A  were 
divided  among  nine  teams,  while  six¬ 
teen  schools  shared  honors  in  Class  B. 
Many  Records  Fall 

Both  the  Class  A  relay  records  fell 
by  the  waysi'de  when  the  Cameron 
quartet  covered  the  distance  in  the 
Medley  relay  in  3  minutes  54.2  seconds. 
Tarkio  formerly  held  the  record  with 
4  minutes,  8  4-5  seconds.  Tho  other 
relay  record  to  fall  was  tho  half  mile 
which  was  won  by  Chillicotho  in  1  min¬ 
ute,  37.3  seconds.  The  former  record 
was  held  by  Maryville  with  1  min. 
38.6  seconds. 

Rinehart  of  Ridgeway,  of  Class  B, 
shattered  the  shot  put  record  when  lie 
heaved  the  pellet  43  feot  3%  inches 
at  -a  try  for  record.  Moore,  of  Ridge¬ 
way  formerly  held  the  record  of  43 
feot. 

Chillicotho  broke  another  record 
when  Justice  throw  the  javelin  158 
feet,  V>  inch,  breaking  the  record  of 
Reece  of  Maysvillo  of  154  feot. 

-  The  old  record  was  made  by  a  former 
Ridgeway  star,  Moore.  N.  Bruco  of 
Chillicotho  equalled  tho  record  in  tho 
440-yard  dash,  set  up  by  Leon  Unglcs 
of  Maitland,  of  53  8-10  seconds,  in  1025. 

Linninger  High-Point  Man 

Linninger,  a  class  B  man  from  Rock 
Port,  was  the  most  versatile  man  on  tho 
track  and  field,  accounting  for  15 
of  Rock  Port’s  22>(4  points.  Ho  was 
high  point  man  of  the  mcot  as  woll  as 
of  Class  B.  He  was  hard  pressed  for 
the  honors  by  Walker  of  Lathrop,  class 
B,  who  counted  15  points  by  taking 
firsts  in  the  120-yard  high  hurdles, 
broad  jump  and  220-yard. low  hurdles. 
Linninger  tied  for  first  and  second  in 
the  high  jump,  took  second  in  tho  high 
hurdles,  fourth  in  tho  broad  jump, 
third  in  the  javelin,  second  in  tho  low 
hurdles  and  tied  for  second  and  third 
in  tho  polo  vault. 

The  next  high  point  man  of  tho  moot 
was  Kimos  of  Cameron,  who  accounted 
for  11  points  by  taking  first  in  tho 
chigli  jump,  first  in  tho  shot  put,  and 
fourth  in  the  hundred  yard  dash.  IIo 
is  a  class  A  athlete.  Welch  of  Chilli¬ 
cotho,  also  class  A,  camo  noxt  with  ton 
'  points.  Ho  captured  first  in  tho  220 
and  tho  century  dash,  bosidos  running 
in  tho  half  milo  relay.

UNTIL  ANOTHER  YEAR 

The  high  schol  contests  ar  over — until  another  year.  Last 
week  was  a  time  of  great  activity  at  the  College.  Some  fifteen 
hundred  representatives  from  high  schools  all  over  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  were  in  Maryville  as  guests  of  the  school  for  three  days  of 
hectic  competition  in  all  lines  of  activity. 

Many  high  school  superintendents,  teachers,  coaches,  and  even 
the  students  themselves  have  said  that  the  contests  this  year  were 
satisfactory  in  every  respect.  That  verdict  is  what  the  College 
worked  for.  If  the  visitors  were  pleased,  then  the  many  hours  of 
hard  work  in  preparation  for  their  entertainment  were  worth  while. 

College  faculty  members  who  were  in  charge  of  the  various 
contests  report  that  almost  without  exception  the  competition  was 
stronger  this  year  than  ever  before.  This  too  is  gratifying  to  the 
College,  for  it  means  that  the  contests  are  helping  to  make  better 
musicians,  better  students,  better  orators  and  actors,  and  better 
athletes  out  of  the  high  school  boys  and  girls  of  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri. 

With  the  handling  of  so  many  visitors,  there  were  many  mis¬ 
takes  made.  All  that  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  College 
were  rectified.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  none  went  away  from  Mary¬ 
ville  feeling  that  there  was  something  wrong  in  any  department  of 
the  contests. 

And  now,  the  contests  are  over — until  next  xyear.  There  is 
a  breathing  Spell  for  everybody  concerned,  but  already  those  in 
charge  are  beginning  to  check  the  weak  points  so  that  next  year 
the  contests  will  be  bigger  and  better  thaw  ever  before. 


LOWER  FEES;  MORE  MEMBERS 

The  Northwest  Missouri  High  School  Athletic  Association  has 
lowered  its  membership  fees.  This  is  a  movement  which  has  been 
hoped  for,  and  which  will  undoubtedly  make  for  a  bigger  and  better 
organization  next  year.  •  . 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  necessary  that  there  be  a  district  as¬ 
sociation.  While  all  concerned  feel  that  every  bit  of  strength  and 
push  possible  should  be  expended  toward  the  furtherance  of  the 
State  High  School  Athletic  Association,  still  there  comes  the  real¬ 
ization  that  the  ditsrict  association  is  necessary  because  it  covers 
several  matters  which  are  not  touched  by  the  state  body. 

In  the  past  the  annual  membership  fees  in  the  district  associa¬ 
tion  have  been  three  dollars,  with  apenalty  for  late  payment.  Now 
the  dues  are  one  dollar.  The  penalty  still  stands,  however,  and 
rightfully  should,  because  there  is  no  need  for  the  procrastination 
which  has  caused  some  schools  to  pay  a  total  fee  of  six  dollars  this 
year. 

The  fee  of  three  dollars  was  a  burden  to  some  of  the  smaller 
schools.  The  state  association  has  a  corresponding  fee,  and  many 
smaller  institutions  felt  that  they,  could  not  afford  the  financial 
burden  of  membership  in  both. 

The  action  of  the  district  association  is  one  of  moral  support 
for  the  state  body.  It  also  is  a  move  which  will  make  it  possible  for 
all  schools,  no  matter  how  small,  to  belong  to  the  state  association 
and  the  district  organization  too.

Girl  Who  Has  Personality,  Knows  Home-Making,  Is  Healthy,  Uses  Cosmetics  but 
Little,  and  Does  Not  Pet;  Boy  Who  Is  Good  Mixer,  Scholar,  Well  Groomed,  Willing 
to  Treat  Woman  as  Equal,  and  Who  Is  Clean,  Are  Ideal  Pals,  “Y.”  Groups  Decree 


Last  week  tho  Y.  W.  C.  A.  nnd  the 
Y.  M.  C,  A.  held  meetings  in  which 
were  discussed  the  eomradship  of  men 
and  women  in  college.  Each  group 
discussed  tho  different  phases  of  char¬ 
acter  most  admired  in  men  or  women, 
which  were  considered  necessary  for 
the  ideal  comrade  to  possess.  Each 
organization  sent  its  conclusions  to  the 
other,  and  the  results  are  most  inter¬ 
esting. 

One  cannot  read  them  and  persist  in 
the  idea  that  the  young  people  of  to¬ 
day  havo  lost  tho  high  ideals,  nnd  the 
true  appreciation  of  what  is  of  real 
value  in  life  which  their  predecessors 
bad.

Maryvillo,  Missouri, 
April  28,  1927. 
President  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

Dear  Madam: 

I,-  as  a  representative  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  of -tho  College,  am  taking  this 
opportunity  of  telling  you  what  we  be¬ 
lieve  would  constitute  an  .  ideal  girl 
comrade.  Wo  havo  not  boon  hasty  in 
coming  to  ii  decision  as  to  just  wlmt 
qualifications  aro  necessary;  as  wo  rea¬ 
lize  the  importance  of  the  question  of 
choosing  a  mate,  to  ovory  young  man 
and  young  woman.  Upon  this  choice 
depends  tho  futuro  huppinoss  of  both 
men  nnd  women  and  furthermore,  wo 
feel  that  wo  havo  not  boon  unreason¬ 
able  in  our  qualifications.  Wo  strove 
to  be  liberal  and  practical.  So,  with 
these  things  in  view  I. shall  givo  you 
the  eleven  qualifications  for  an  ideal 
girl  comrade. 

First,  wo  would  want  ono  who  is  a 
social  and  church  worker.  That  is, 
she  should  havo  Christian  ideals  with 
the  Interest  of  tho  people  of  her  "com¬ 
munity  at  heart  and  a  willingness  to 
do  social  work  in  tho  community. 

Our  second  thought  would  bo  ono  who 
lias  a  good,  lively  personality.  A  man 
wants  a  comrade  who  will  koep  him 
guessing,  keep  him  wondering  wlmt 
she  is  going  to  say  or  do  noxt,  -and  keep 
the  conversation  going. 

'  Thirdly,  why  shouldn’t  a  man  lmvo 
a  comrade  who  is  interested'  in  -  the 
things  iu  which  be  is?  Is  there  any¬ 
thing  more  boresomo  than  a  date  whsn 
the  man  and  woman  want  t  talkjjjbut, 
see,  or  hear  entirely  different  things? 
If  there  is  it  would  surely  be  two  sueb 
..dates,. 

Our  fourth  request  is  that  a  girl  com- 
yads  b«  «f  squat  intelligence  to  the  boy 
friend.  We  do  not  insinuate  ,  that  girls 


are  inforior  mentally  to  man  but  wo 
mean  that'  tho  girl  should  bo  as  far 
along  in  school  or  at  loast  striving  to 
the  same  rank.  It  would  bo  a  grave 
mistake  for  a  boy,  in  college,  to  go  with 
a  girl  who  had  only  finished  tho  eighth 
grade,  even  though  they  aro  tho  same 
age. 

Fifth,  wo  think  a  girl  comrade  should 
have  good  health.  This  is  a  thing  that 
may  be  had  and  kept  by  good  habits  of 
living,  unless  interfered  with  by  cer¬ 
tain  inliorent  traits. 

Sixth,  we  boliovo  a  girl  comrade 
should  havo  talent  along  ono  or  moro 
lines.  Ono  may  havo  a  college  educa¬ 
tion  and  still  not  bo  talented.  It  need 
not  ho'  a  talent  in  music  or  literary 
work  but  may  bo  merely  a  talent  for 
developing  interest  in  anything,  or  en¬ 
tertaining,  and  so  on. 

On  seventh  thought  wo  boliovo  a  girl 
should  havo  idoals  of  homo  making. 
In  this  day  most  homos  aro  not  happy 
ones,  we  want  a  girl  who  is  happy  in 
her  homo  or  can  make  a  homo  happy 
if  her  ideals  woro  put  into  effect. 

|  Eighth,  wo  want  a  girl  who  is  noat 
I  nnd  attractive.  This  doos  not  moan 
that  sho  is  to  be  oxtravagant  in  dross 
!  and  actions  but  that  she  uso  care  in 
1  putting  on  what  clothes  she  has  and 
that  she  carry  horsolf  in  an  attractive 
manner, 

And,  ninth,  we  think  sho  should  bn 
conservative  in  the  use  of  cosmetics, 
that  is,  she  should  not  nrnko  it  possible 
for  any  company  to  become  rich  on  tho 
sulo  of  tlioso  procious  articles. 

Our  tonth  qualification  may  scorn 
strango  and  unnatural  but  wo  wunt  u 
girl  who  doos  not  pot.  Wo  want  ono 
who  does  not  permit  every  Tom,  Dick, 
and  Harry  to  be  free  with  hor  wlion 
ho  has  only  boon  with  lior  a  few  times, 
Romo  men  dollglit  in  playing  with  u 
woman’s  ufoctlons.  Bowure  of  thorn. 

Eleventh,  last,  but  not  least,  and 
with  all  soriousuoss  wo  want  ono  who 
bus  somo  consideration  for  a  man’s 
poekatbook, 

In  summing  up  I. should  say  that  any 
girl  who  cun  meet  tho  above  qualifi¬ 
cations  would  bo  au  ideal  comrad  for 
a  young  mau.  We  tried  to  make  quali¬ 
fications  that  any  girl  could  meet.  In 
meeting  these,  girls  need  not  be  alike. 
In  fact,  we  would  not  waut  all  girls 
to  be  exactly  aliko  aud  a  gill  comrade 
who  would  suit  one  might '  be  a  pain 
to  another.  We  fe«l  that  if  any  girl 
lives  up  to  our  Mael'aka  would  be  much 
better  than  if  ibe  goes  through  life  iu 


a  haphazard  way  without  following  any 
set  principles.

Wo  aro  proud  to  report  to  you  our 
findings  on  tho  question  of  tho  rela¬ 
tionships  of  men  and  women  as  discuss¬ 
ed  at  our  regular  mooting  last  Tues¬ 
day  morning.  We  bolievo  them  inspir¬ 
ing  and  stimulating,  and  wo  hope  that 
their  influonco  may  bo  felt  on  our  cam¬ 
pus.  Wo  shall  try  to  discuss  for.  you, 
in  a  very  informal  way,  tho  character¬ 
istics  which  tho  girls  gave  for  their 
ideal  boy  companion  and  tho  things 
that  true  comardship  involves.  Wo  bo¬ 
lievo  that  tho  points  gleanod  from  our 
discussion  accord  with  Jesus’  teaching 
and  also  with  that  which  is  deepest 
and  host  in  oao’s  lifo  apart  from  any 
biblical  authority. 

Wo  want  our  ideal  boy  companion  to 
bo  a  Christian.  This  requisite  should 
nood  no  discussion  sinco  wo  aro  writing 
to  young  men  of  tho  Y.  M.  0.  A.  True 
companionship  cannot  bo  possible  With¬ 
out:'  boing  spiritually  congenial.  Al¬ 
though  nothing  might  bo  said,  diroctly 
ubout  it,  thoro  would  bo  an  indofinnblo 
something  lacking  and  mutual  under¬ 
standing  to  tho  fullost  oxtont  would 
bo  absont. 

Wo  want  our  companion  to  bo  a  real 
frio.ud.  Wo  want  him  to  bo  a  pal  just 
tho  sanio  ns  wo  wunt  nnothor  girl  for 
a  pul.  Thoro  may  Bo  ovon,  strongor 
friendships  botwon  men  and  womon. 
Wo  do  not  want  tho  boy  or  tho  girl  to 
bo  stilted  in  thoir  mnunor  toward  tho 
othor,  but  wo  want  them  to  bo  thoir 
ronl  solves.  Wo  bolievo  that  rospoet 
is  tjio  basis  of  friendship  and  that  there 
can  bo  no  growth  without  common  in¬ 
terests  and  understanding,  We  do  not 
upprovo  of  tho  boy  who  confines  his 
girl  friends  to  only  ono.  Wo  feel  that 
ho  should  bo  broader-minded  than  that, 
-  Wo  want  our  companion  to  bo  court¬ 
eous,  We  still  admiro  the  gallantry 
of  the  knights  of  old  and  expect  it 
from  tho  knight  of  today.  We  ap¬ 
preciate  thoughtfulness  of  little  things 
and  kindly  consideration  at  all  times. 
We -  do  not  want  the  modern  indepen¬ 
dence  pf  woman  to  cause  mea  to  forget 
old-fashioned  chivalry. 

We  waat  to  be  treated 
every  way.  We  eypeet 


respect  for  our  thoughts,  ideas,,  nnd 
plans.  Wo  believe  that  college  men  nnd 
women  should  pursue  worthwhile  and 
intellectual  subjects  in  conversation 
and  should  stimulate  eaeli  other’s  think¬ 
ing.  The  man  should  seek  to  discover 
tho  girl’s  interests  and  abilities  as  well 
as  to  laud  his  own  accomplishments. 
Conversation  should  be  a  mutual  givo 
and  take  proposition. 

Wo  want  our  pal  to  be  agood  mixer 
and  full  of  pep.  Just  because  he  is  a 
Christian  and  striving  to  cultivate  the 
best  ideals  of  conduct  is  no  reason  why 
ho  should  not  bo  a  jolly  fellow  nnd 
ready  for  a  good  timo.  We  want  him 
to  bo  friendly,  loyal  to  our  College,  and 
not  afraid  to  show  his  school  spirit. 

We  want  our  companion  to  stand  for 
the  highest  ideals  of  scholarship.  We 
do  not  care  if  ho  doos  not  make  “E” 
grades  but  we  do  expeet  him  to  bo!  a 
ronl  student  with  tho  right  attitudo  to¬ 
ward  his  work.  Wo  do  not  want  him  to 
bo  a  bookworm  but  an  alert,  thinking 
young  man,  awake  to  his  opportunities 
pud  responsibilities.  Wo  want  him  to 
have  a  plentiful  supply  of  good  common 
sonso  and  know  how  nnd  whon  to  uso 
it. 

Wo  want  him  to  lmvo  sympathy,  sense, 
initiative  and  courage.  Wo  want  him 
to  bo  a  good  sport  but  not  to  tho  ox¬ 
tont  of  sacrificing  his  standards  nnd 
idoals  for  tho  popularity  of  tho  group. 
Wo  want  him  to  have  firm  boliofs  and 
convictions  and  not  nfraid  to  Btand 
by  thorn  ovon  though  ho  bo  forced  to 
stand  alone.  Only  in  this  way  could 
tho  oxtont  of  his  resoivo  be  tested. 

Wo  want  him  to  bo  well  groomed. 
Wo  are  not  concerned  with  phyBicul 
beauty  but  wo  do  domain!  neatness  in 
apponruneo  nnd  appropriateness  in 
dross,  • 

Last,  but  not  loast,  wo  want  our  boy 
oompauion  to  bo  ns  clean  and  pure 
morally  as  he  expects  the  girl  ho  mar¬ 
ries  to  bo.  Wo  boliovo  in  a  50-50  pro¬ 
position,  Wo  maintain  that  the  Binglo 
standurd  is  tho  only  just  staudnrd.  In 
John  8:1-4  Jesus  shows  a  similar  opin¬ 
ion,  Ho  challenges  the  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  who  look  with 'contempt  up¬ 
on  tho  siuful  woman,  to  loqk  upon  them¬ 
selves  and  see  if  they  are  guiltless,  If 
petting  and  promiscuous  .relations  with 
men  eheapen  the  girl;  similar-relations 
with  girls  'also  ,  cheapen  the  boy,  A 
boy  has  no  more  right  to  “try  out** 
a  girl  than’ a  girl  has  to  “try  put”  a 
hoy,  If  it  is  true  that  boys  form  thsir 
as  m.  equal  ini etsndards  from  girls  they  are  'with,  psjr- 
to  command ^  true  that  girls  form  their 


standards  from  their  boy  friends.  If 
young  men  and  women  could  only  bo 
good  enough  friends  so  that  they  would 
discuss  these  problems  together  and 
seek  to  follow  the  dictates  of  their  con¬ 
sciences,  ideals  would  nearly  become 
practices.  We  believe  that  petting  robs 
love  of  its  vnluo  nnd  virtue.  Cortain 
privileges  should  bo  given  to  a  life 
partner  that  otherwise  should  not  bo 
given.  Thcro  is  the  halfway  place 
whore  many  men  stop  but  they  aro  not 
real  men.  It  is  so' much  holier  and  bet¬ 
ter  for  them  to  remain  at  tho  beginning 
A  boy  is  not  a  Bissy  because  lie  rofrains 
from  petting.  He  is  rather  a  more 
manly  character  because  ho  has  tho 
courngo  of  his  convictions  and  the  will¬ 
power  to  obey  them. 

We  have  been  very  frank  and  vory 
much  in  earnest  ns  wo  nro  sure  you’ 
will  be  with  us.  We  nro  glad  of  tho 
opportunity  of  working  with  you  and 
wo  hopo  thnt  those  two  Christian  or¬ 
ganizations  may  work  togothor  moro 
in  the  future.  We  feel  thnt  it  deponds 
upon  us  ns  Christian  young  men  and 
women  to  set  tho  highest  standards  of 
character  and  right  living  in  our  col¬ 
lege.  Lot  us  take  for  our  motto: 
“Mnko  Christ  campus  commander.”  If 
tho  popular  thing  is  right  let’s  mnko 
Christ  and  His  teaching  popular.  Je¬ 
sus’  Ins  request  to  Ilis  dociplos— his 
students— was:  “Toll  my  story  to 

men.”  Ho  told  thorn'  to  begin  right 
whoro  they  woro— at  Jerusalem.  Let 
us,  as  his  students,  begin  on  our  own 
enmpus.  And  tho  best  way  to  toll  His 
story  is  through  our  daily  lives  and 
associations  with  collogo  frioiuls  and 
clnssmntos.  What  is-  your  first  duty 
as  a  Christian  on  tho  enmpus  of  a 
Christian  school f  Is  it  to  mako  high 
grades?  Is  it  to  get  on  tho  team?  Is 
it  to  be  a  mombor  of  tho  loading  fra¬ 
ternity?  No.  Your  first  duty  is  to 
livo  tho  best  kind  of. life  that  you  pos¬ 
sibly  can— it  is  to  try  to  follow  Christ 
and  His  teachings  in  ovory  phase  of 
life.

Tlie  people  entering  the  short  courso 
nro  nllowed  to  carry  a  mnximum  of 
two  classes  a  day,  ench  class  meeting 
twice  daily  and  netting  two  nnd  one 
half  hours  college  credit,  or  a  total  of 
five  hours  for  tlie  five  weeks  work. 

Only  one  additional  instructor  was 
added  to  the  faculty  to  care  for  the  stu¬ 
dents,  Mr.  Somerville,  county  superin¬ 
tendent  of  Nodaway  County  schools  is 
teaching  two  classes. 

At  present  tlie  students  aro  in  tlie 
midst  of  their  work  and  everything  is 
moving  smoothly  for  the  people  who 
nro  taking  the  work  given  during  tho 
short  term. 

These  students  arc  availing  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity  to  receive  a 
mnximum  of  fifteen  hours  credit,  dur¬ 
ing  the  vacation  in  their  schools.  By 
attending  both  the  short  course  nnd 
the  summer  term  they  will  bo  able  to 
teach  next  year,  nnd  at  the  same  time 
will  have  fifeeh  hours  moro  work  to¬ 
ward  their  degree.  Many  students  are 
working  on  their  degree,  and  tenching 
at  the  same  time,  and  are  attending  the 
short  conrso  and  summer  term.
